— ~ --'Christmas  seals  are  again  on  sale  throughout  the  state.  It  should 
he  home  in  mind  that  these  seals  are  sold  by  the  national  and  state  tuberculosis 
associations  and  not  bv  the  Red  Cross.  It  is  unfortunate  that  these  two  o.ganiza 
tions  have  their  drive's  so  close  together  as  considerahle^confusion  arises  fro^ 
this.  The  Red  Cross  funds  are  raised  for  disaster  and  relief  worn,  while  the  Tuner 
culosis  Association  funds  are  used  entirely  for  promotion  of  health.  , 

These  little  health  messages  represent  a very  important  factor  m health  work 
in  Montana.  The  purchase  of  tuberculosis  seals  gives  to  every  citizen  an  opportun 
ity  to  take  part  in  health  work  as  a voluntary  agent.  Ninety-five  per  cent  of  the 
money  received  from  the  sale  of  Christmas  Seals  is  spent  for  nealxh  work  in  Montana. 
We  have  been  particularly  fortunate  in  this  State  in  the  splendid  cooperation  which 
olf official  health  agencies  have  received  from  the  Montana  Tuberculosis  Associa- 
tion. We  bespeak  the  hearty  cooperation  of  every  health  officer  and  physicxan  an 
of  every  citizen  of  Montana  in  this  year's  sule. 


During  the  past  fall,  Mir.  Sandquist,  City  Engineer  of  Havre,  has  been  experi- 
menting with  chlorination  of  sewage  on  one  sewer  in  his  city.  Witn  the  assistance 
of  the  Water  and  Sewage  Division  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  he  has  oeen  aole  to 
carry  on  a comprehensive  study  of  this  method  both  from  the  standpoint  of  co.t  an 
effect  Spon  the  general  sanitary  situation.  As  yet  no  definite  conclusions  have 
been  reached  as  to  the  practicability  or  efficacy  of  the  method  as  a whole  although 
many  interesting  and  valuable  data  have  been  collected. 


The  Food  and  Drurs  Division  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  has  been  devoting  con 
aiderrble  time  to  the  examination  of  dried  figs  for  worms.  In  some  sections  of  the 
S h^fig  crop  was  below  standard,  a large  percentage  of  the  crop  being  in- 
f rtodVm  v, orm  or  mold.  Several  shipments  to  the  state  are  seine  held  pending 
Artier  investigation.  One  shipment  of  imported  dried  figs  was  destroyed  in  Helena, 

these  being  infested  with  worms.
